BEWILDERED AS TO THE PLATFORM, 


Leaders Are “Wondering What Sort of a 
Patchwork Job Will Be Made. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., June 26.—[Special.]— 
There is much bewilderment among the lead- 
ers as to the platform. The Committee on 


- Resolutions has been partly made up already, 


the Cook County district having selected its 
members for the Committee on Resolutions. 
These are A. W. Green, Clayton E. Crafts, 
Lawrence P. Boyle, Ald. Thomas Gallagher. 
Dennis Vonsidine, Lambert Tree, and John 
W. Lenehart, It is well understood that 
George W. Fithian will alse be a member of 
the committed from his district and Charles 
W. Ladd a member from the Henry (Rock 
Island) district. Those men are here and 
Fithian 
has a resolution on the silver question which 
runs as follows: 

We are in favor of the use of both gold and 
silver as money; we declare that this has for 
years been a cardinal doctrineof the Democratic 
party, and we denounce the Republican party for. 
its constant aiid persistent efforts to demonetize 
silver and thus,'increase all public and private 


debts for the béhefit of the foreign and domestic 


bondholders ahd brokers who seek by this legis- 
lation to add to their wealth. 

This is practically the same platform 
adopted by the Cook County Democratic con- 
vention at thé instance of Col. Henry F. Don- 
ovan. Mr. Crafts is committed to it and so 
are Boyle, Considine, Gallagher, Lanehart, 
afid probably Green, but Judge Tree, who 
entertains more orthodox notions on the cur- 
rency question, has a plank of his own, in- 
clining toward the gold standard and eupho- 
niously declaring for a greater and wider use 
of silver in international commerce, which he 
will offer as A substitute. Judge Tree's plan 
will hardly gb, though it may be supported by 
Mr. Ladd others. The statesmen seem to 
be in fayor of unlimited currency. The pros- 
pect is that the views of Mr. Fithian and Col, 
Donovan will be reported to the convention 
for its indorgement. On other questions the 
committee will be rather conservative. Any 
attempt toindorse the administration of Gro- 
ver Cleveland as a whole will be opposed. 
The friends of the President here are surpris- 
ingly few in number and every one of Gro- 
ver’s adherents is one of the pap-suckers of 


| the administration. You can count them all 


on the fingers of one hand. The melancholy: 
Mize, Colleetor of Internal Revenue, the ex- 
pounder of the Constitution; Delos P. Phelps, 
Subtreasurer at Chicago; United States 
Marshals Brinton and Arnold, and the Spring- 


field Postmaster make up the outfit. It is 


about as much as a man’s life is worth to 
urge the ruralists toan indorsement of the 
national administration. 

It is just within the possibilities, . 
that the national administration will receive 
a crabwise indorsement for the repeal of the 
Federal election la w, for which Congress is 
entitled to the credit.

The Cook County statesmen want the plat- 
form touched up so as to help them in Chica- 
go particularly. Some weeks agoa lot of 
holdover Democratic Senators assembled 
here in Springfield and laid outa line of 
propositions which they thought should be in- 
corporated in the State platform. They want- 
ed in the first place a plank which declared in 
favor of the consolidation of town organiza- 
tions in Chicago, oblivious of the fact that 
there is a law on the’statute book now provid- 
ing for the consolidation when the people so 
desire. This, of course, would centralize the 
power of the town officers in Chicago, be- 
cause there would be but one Assessor, one 
Collector, andone Town Clerk. It might 
give the Democrats an unlimited power. 
It is probable the committee will declare in 
favor of a constitutional convention to facili- 
tate the scheme of Tammanyizing the State, 
and the Cook County members will urge a 


resolution in favor of legislation for abolish- 


ing grade crossings, this by way of compli- 
ment to the Mayor of Chicago. In fact the 
platform, as far as it refers to local issues.

„I haven't been in Springfield before,“ said 
Uncle Joe, since 1860, just thirty-four 
years ago. I came here on that occasion as a 
delegate to the conventién that nominated 
Stephen A. Douglas as the candidate for the 
Democratic party of Illinois for the Presi- 
deacy of the United States. The convention 
was held in the buildimg up in the 
public square now used as a court- 
house. It was then the of government 
for the State. Mr. Douglas stopped at 
one of the hotels on one of the corners. I be- 
lieve it was called the American. I well re- 
member the house. It was a frame structure, 
and was considered as near perfection as a 
hotel could be in those days. A bigger crowd 
was present then than will be tomorrow, and 
the greatest enthusiasm prevailed. I well re- 
member how Mr. Douglas looked, nor will I 
forgetthe impression his personal appear- 
ance and the magnificent speech he made oa 
that day made upon me, Aside from the 
court-house I do not recognize a building in 
the city. It’s all new to me, and it's all strange 
tome. 1 haven't seen a single soul here to- 
day that was in that convention, one man ex- 
cepted. There was a man from over in 
Christian County who came to that conven- 
tion asa delegate when he was scarcely of 
age. He came up and spoke to me a while 
ago and recognized me, I remember nim, 
although he was nothing buta boy when I 
last saw him. There is much in Gen. Black’s 
appearance that reminds me of Senator 
Dougias. They are thesame buiid and the 
same style of man.

The Treasury Needs the Coin and Ought 
Netto Be Dependent Upon the Bank 
Democratic Leaders Inclined te Criti- 
cise the President’s Attitude-New York 
Financiers Said to Have Discussed the 
Matter with the Chief ExecutiveeMc-

this fact it becomes evident the administra- 
tion has been considering the matter with un- 
usual care and that the present financial sit- 
they will un- | uation has been the source of much anxiety 
to the President and his advisers. The state- 
ment of the President is generally considered 
as rather a curious document, to say the least. 

It shows clearly the administration has been 

concocting schemes to avoid the necessity of 

a bond issue. The President’s remark about 

croaking and disquietmg tales is all the more 

singular in view of the fact that at the time 
when the denial of the original story about 
bonds was made the Treasury officials stated 
there was not the slightest cause for 
alarm. Many close observers in the 
Democratic party, in both Houses of Con- 
gress, are disposed to find fault with the 
statement of the President that the Treasury 
of the United States is for an indefinite time 
to depend on bankers in New York and else- 
where, It is very generally underatood, in 
spite of the repeated denials, that Assistant 
Secretary Curtis visited New York a month 
ago and sounded the bankers there relative to 
the new bond issue. They felt the financial 
problem should be solved by an issue of bonds, 
but at the same time they could give the As- 
sistant’ Secretary no assurance that the sub- 
scriptions of the bonds would be at all en- 
couraging. The administration was in a 
quandary. It wanted the money and wanted 
it badly, but at the same time it could not 
afford to put out anissue of bonds which 
would be taken only at a small premium, for 
this would have an immediate and disastrous 
effect on the last issue and reflect seriously on

President Cannon of the Chase National 
Bank of New York yesterday gave it as his 
belief that after the passage of the tariff bill 
another issue of $50,000,000 of bonds would 
be ordered. The gold reserve today was $65,- 
506,000, or just about the same as at the 
time of the previous issue. The anxiety of 
the Democratie members in Congress to push 
the passage of the tariff bill seems to have a 
very direct connection with the financial sit- 
uation. Importations and customs revenues 
accordingly have fallen to the lowest possible 
notch, importerg of course being unwilling to 
bring into the country anything more than is 
phealutely necessary under the present rates 
of duty. It isevident, therefore, no relief can 
come to the Treasury from customs receipts 
until some little time after the passage of the 
act. It is impossible that the bill cam become 
a law before the middle of July at the very 
earliest, and contingencies may easily arise 
which will tpone the date until Aug. 1. No 
receipts will comein from the income fax 
until next year. All this being true, there is 
some ground for the belief that the Presi- 
dent’s manifesto which expressly and official- 
ly places the Treasury under the control of 
the bankers of the country was merely the 
preliminary to the announcement of another 
issue of bonds. It would bean easy matter 
in this way to place the blame upon the bank- 
ers for not having supported the government, 
and this would relieve the administration of 
the possible onus of the hew bond issue. The 
President's declaration has not relieved the 
situation at all, but, on the contrary, has in-

‘WHERE Do THE PEOPLE COME IN? 
Debs’ Railway Union has declared its boy- 
cott against the Pullman sleeping ears and is 
now seeking to put it into effect. 
borne in mind that it is not the employés of 
this union or the striking employés at Pull- 
man that are immediately affected by this 


) boycott. It isthe. general traveling public 


who will be incommoded by having to sit up 
all night this summer if they do not change 
their plans or postpone their busindss arrange- 
ments at serious loss. Under these circum- 
stances the ‘strikers at Pullman must expect 
that whatever sympathy the public may have 
had with them will be seriously chilled if it 
does not disappear entirely. 

For this move against the public interests 
Debs’ Railway Union, an outside association, 
which, inflated with its victory over Hill’s 
Northern Pacific road, came here and urged 
the Pullman employés to strike, is responsi- 
ble. It found the latter ‘demanding an in- 


crease of wages and.a reduction of rents, with 


the company unwilling to make the conccs- 
sion, and it helped precipitate the strike with 
offers of assistance. The Pullman men are 
builders of cars; the railroad association has 
to do with the rolling stock. In order to as- 
sist the Pullman strixers in their demands 
Debs has declared this boycott with the pur- 
pose of stopping the running of 2,000 or 
more sleeping, cars, operating over 125.000 
miles in forty States and Territories, and in- 
volving interests so enormous that it is diffi- 
cult to calculate them. They propose to stop 
these cara, arguing that if they can damage 
the traveling public’s interests sufficiently 
then that publie will be constrained to force 
the Pullman company to concede what its ex- 
employés demand of it. Debs does not con- 


} sider the public in this case except so far as 


he- thinks he can use that public for the Pull- 
man employés by striking a blow at its inter- 
ests. He looks on the public with the con- 
tempt Vanderhilt was said to have expressed. 

This being the state of the case Debs may 
rest assured that the public will look upon his 
move with disfavor and will be likely to lose 
all sympathy and patience with the boycot- 
ters. One of the latter in a speech affirmed 
the other day that the sympathy of the pub- 
lic was overwhelmingly with them. This is 
now questionable. Undoubtedly if the con- 
test had been kept within its proper limits 
the public might have remained neutral, but 
would have sympathized with the men who 
threw up their situations. Butthe public is 
not so anxious that the Pullman employés 
shall win this strike for last year’s wages) be- 
fore the panic broke them down, as to surren- 
der all its on rights and accept great dis- 
comfort and heavy loss. 

This boycott is a strike against the pubiic 
which uses the sleepmg cars. There have 
been vague threats that asa final recourse 
they will stop every wheel and allow no train 
to carry anything. This would be a punish- 
mentof the whole people who have nothing 
to do with this strike in order to compel the 
Pullman company to yield to the dem ands of 
its em ployés for the old good times wages.

It appears from the Washingjon dispatches

COL. BRECKINRIDGE | AND CHICAGO. 

Col. Breckinridge in his speech at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., Monday afternoon devoted himself 
almost exclusively’ to abusing Chicago for 
publicly setting the seal of dishonor upon 
him. It is not remarkable therefore that he 
should seek to vilify the city which has. de- 
clared him unfit for association with gentie- 
men. 

The substance of his accusation is, that 
Chicago is versecutiflg him and the Chicago 
papers are singled out as the leaders of this 
persecution of the saintly Breckinridge 

It may be that Col. Breckinridge has not 
read the papers of other cities of the United 
States as carefully as he has those of Chicago, 
therefore does not know the general tone of 
public opinion as to hig defiled moral char- 
acter, If he had read them or his friends had 
kept him advised as to that opinion hé would 
have known that the Ohicago papers have 
been no more severe in their denunciations of 
hie brazen immorality and indecent parade 
of it than the papers of Boston, of New York, 
of Philadelphia, of Cincinnati, of Cleveland, of 
Detroit, of Washington, of New Orleans, of San 
Francisco, or the leading paper of the lead- 
ing city of his own State, and the papers of 
foreign cities.. Upon no other point in a 
century’s time has there been such a unani- 
mous consensus of public sentiment all over 
the United States as upon the shameless, ver- 
sistent indecency of this old moral’ leper, 
East as well as West, South as well as North, 
th@re has been but one verdict—a verdict of 
public’ indignation, disgust, ann condemna- 
tion. 

In this universal public demonstration Chi- 
cago has been neither more nor less conspicu- 
ous nor more nor less severe than other cities.

THE HOME e ALL-IMPORTANRT. 

Democratic politicians and press are in the 
habit of alleging that a protective tariff in- 
creases largely the cost of city-made guods on 
the farmers, while the latter’s products are 
fixed by what they can be. sold for in foreign 
markets after the costs of transportation and 
handling have been paid. 

The statement is partially true for some 
products, but the list of articles for which i 
is not true is a long and most important ond. 
For these the price is determined by the rela- 
tion of supply to demand in the home mar- 
ket, and the farmer gets all that he possibly 
could obtain under a highly protective sys- 
tem, unless that included the granting of 
bounties on the product. 

Let us name a number of those products: 

Our entire crop of oats, the annual value of 
which averages more than 200 million dol- 
lars, finds a home market. We import a 
good many oats from Canada and export 
sparingly in our years of greatest plenty. As 
a rule there is none exported. All our barley 
and buckwheat, and by far the greater’ part of 
our rye crop, is consumed at home, with the 
addition of liberal imports of barley from 
Canada in ordinary years, and the home 
product is protected by a duty. 

Our immense crop of flaxseed is consumed 
at home, and the statement is nearly true for 
all other seeds of which large quantities are 
grown by our farmers. 

Hay is another home crop of which large 
quantities are sold to domestic consumers 
and its value rises well towards 70 million 
dollars each year. We export hay only in 
those years when it is plentiful with us and 


sma@il quantities. But its market is the home 
one, 4 

Then there are our fruits, of which only a 
few of the largest Northern crop, apples, are 
shipped abroad. Practically all our apples, 
peaches, cherries, plums, blackberries, straw- 
berries, raspberries, currants, cranberries, 


aggregate value of these fruits amounts to 
tens of millions of dollars. The South sends 
to the Northern States its early berries and 
peaches, with thousands of train loads of 
watermelons and other melons, and later in 
the season takes return dorzsignments of 
Northern products. | 

California sends out annually some 15 mill- 
ions worth of pears, grapes, and wines made 
from them, oranges, lemons, plums, cherries, 
strawberries, figs, olives, peaches, apricots, 
etc,, and we have the great peanut crop of the 


| country reaching from Virginia to Georgia, 


and hickory nuts, walnuts, ete. 

The fruits of the United States of all de- 
scriptions grown by the farming class and 
sent to the cities and towns or interchanged 
between the different rural districts rise well 
towards an aggregate annual valueof 150 
millions, all of which is domestic, practically 
all finding a home market for home consump- 
tion. 

Another great value of home market ma- 
terial is contributed by the potato fields of 
the United States, and the sweet potatoes, 
ecabbages, turttips, parsnips, beets, celery, 
onions, peas, beans, and other garden truck, 
making an aggregate value in the market of 
200 millions. 

Then there is the small meat crop of chick- 
ens, turkeys, geese, ducks, rabbits, and’ wild 
fowl, with hundreds of millions of dozens of 
eggs raised by the farmers, to be supple- 
mented by importations across our northern 
border. There is our immense crop of mut- 
ton, all of which is eaten at home, with great 
quantities of veal and flesh of the young pig, 
millions of cans of milk, and so much of 
our butter ana cheese consumed here that 
practically prices for the dairy products are 
fixed by the home market and nat by what 
foreigners may be willing to pay for them, 
And the fish ot our own waters, coastwise as well 
as inland, are consumed at home, none being 
exported, and the importations limited to 
those in salt. 

Thare is 14 to 16 million dollars’ worth of 
sugar raised each year in the United States, 
all of which is consumed at home, with more 
or less of protection to the grower. : 

An examination of the food consumption of 
the average cifizen in town and country would 
show that the articles enumerated above cost 
him much more than his wheat and corn 
bread and his beef and pork: Hence much 
more than half the total food stuffs raised in 
this country are all consumed at home, and 
pay the farmers as high compensation as their 
customers get for their own labor. The prices 
of all these products aré not in any degree 
regulated by the foreigner of any land. And 
for all other food articles produced in this 
country the home market is the largest and 
chief one, so that it is only, when we are 
credited with an unusually large surplus in 
proportion to the wants‘of foreign consumers 
that our farmers have not a fair share in the 
work of fixing the prices to be paid for their 
products. Indeed, it long ago passed into an 
axiom: that the prices of breadstuffs in the 
Chicag¢ market uniformly were several cents 
per bushel above the export value, and it is 
only since they were weighted down by the 
monster wheat crop of 1891, followed by a 
big one in 1892, that this has ceased to be 
the rule, 

As the American people take-all that is pro- 
duced of food articles, which constitute more 
than half the money value of the food stuffs 
raised in the United States, and “consume 
much more than haff of the remainder which 
Andes a partial market in other lands, the 
American market is vastly the most impor- 


tant to the American farmer. 


And it the home demand of more than 40 
millions of city people be reduced by hard 
times the consequence is an undue depression 
of the foreign markets by excessive offerings, 
this reacting to cause further depression in 
prices at home. So the home market is the 
backbone of the whole domestic ‘economy, 
and when the Democrats cut down he power 
of the home market to buy the products of 
the farm they strike a fatal blow at the whole 
structure of American prosperity, on the farm 
as woll as in the city. And that is just what 
they have done with their tariff tinkering and

Ata meeting of municipal reformers held 
Monday Mr. John W. Ela wanted his associ- 
ates to drop their pet reforms and concen- 
trate themselves on his—hav one Assessor 
for the whole County of Cook. Mr. W, A. 
Giles thought this was one of the most needed 
reforms. So did Mr. Tenney. So did Mr, 
Hurd, but the latter said it could not be ob- 
tained except by constitutional amendment. 

A constitutional amendment might deal 
with this subject in many ways. It might 
propose to give up the present system of Town- 
ship Assessors and substitute therefor one 
Assessor for each of the 102 counties. That 
would be beaten overwhelmingly. Not a 
man in, those counties outside of Cook which 


for it. Or the amendment might provide that 
the outside 101 counties might retain their 
present methods and Cook, if the voters of 
that county saw fit, might have one consoli- 
dated Assessor, upon whose assessment all 
taxes should be levied—State as well as city 
and county, drainage and park. 

The property-owning voters of this county 
never would avati themselves of that permis- 
sion. For while the Cook County Assessor 
would make a high valuation so that heavy 
local taxes might be collected, the other coun- 
ties would make the low ones they do now. 
As a consequence nearly all the State taxes 


ing it hada larger fund to draw on, would 
make extravagant appropriations for all sorts 
of purposes, to be paid for by Cook. This 
city and county would be the milch cows for 
the rest of the State, which would get the 
cream, 

Or the amendment might provide that the 
assessment for State taxes shall be made as 
now, and that the County Assessor’s work 
shall be used for the levying of municipal 
taxes. That is what the reformers want. 
They do not care for high State taxes so much 
as for high city, county, park, and drainage 
district ones. Would such an amendment be 
acceptable to the property-owners of Cook? 


assessment system which Chicago had during 
the last years of the old Constitution. Then 
the city taxes were levied on a valuation made 
by a City Assessing Bureau while other taxes 
were levied on that made by the Town Asses- 
sors. 

This City Assessing Bureau did its work well 
from the taxeaters’ point of view. Realty 
was put at its full cash value and sometimes 
above it. Personal property, and especially 
the intangible kind, was hunted for eagerly, 
and valued at a high figure. As a consequence 
in 1870, when there were but 300,000 people 
here, the assessment was $275,000,000 and 
the taxes a little over four millions, or about 
1 per cent. Nominally the rate of taxation 
was low. Actually it. was far higher than 
now. | 

If the one Assessor Aid all the work and did 
it as it was done prior to 1871 he would value 
real “estate, improved or unimproved, at the 
owners’ asking pries for it. He would list at 
their full cash value the goods the merchant 
had in his store. He would assess also the 
book accounts or notes representing goods 
sold in the country and assessed elsewhere, 
but not paid for. The wholesale merchants 
know what that would mean to them. It 
would be equivalent to paying taxes 
on about a hundred million dollars’ worth of 
goods not in their possession. The house or 
lot would be taxed and the mortgage on it 
taxed also. Full cash valuations of tangible 
property and full taxation of intangible 
credits would produce an assessment for 
Cook, County of, say, two billions, which 
at ond and a half per cent would yield 30 mill. 
ions a year. 

Such an exaction comes dangerously near 
confiscation and the ruin of the city. Those
